Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 3/1 2/07 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
U.S. Patent 6,731,910 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has 
been recorded. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 3/1 2/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In the remarks, Applicant argues that in Qureshi, the preamble is not random. The 
preamble acts to initialize prior to the pseudo-random training sequence. 
In response, Qureshi teaches that the first segment from the conventional training 
preamble is eliminated, and the transmitter may now simply start with a pseudo-random 
training sequence (col. 4, lines 51-54). This sentence demonstrates that Qureshi's 
preamble is random. 

Applicant further argues that the preamble of Qureshi is not used as a means to detect 
power intensity of the signal. 

In response, Qureshi further teaches that the receiver detects the beginning of a signal 
burst when energy appears on the line and starts adjusting the equalizer without 
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initializing the sample timing epoch or local carrier phase (As before, the AGC can be 
made to settle very quickly), see col. 4, lines 54-59. This passage proves that the 
preamble is used by the receiver for settling the AGC. 

Finally, Applicant argues that Qureshi is not related to the same technical field as the 
present invention. 

In response, as noted in the previous rejection, the only difference between Qureshi and 
the claimed invention is that one communicates by air while the other is via wireline. 
However, also from the previous rejection, automatic gain control can also be controlled 
over the air, as taught by Baldwin.
